At the United Nations, in Washington, and Paris, all the 
groups we met responded positively to our explanations 
and demands, notably in regard to aid which will 
be granted to us to finance any venture linked to

It is worth noting that President Sylvestre Ntibantun- 
ganya said in Paris yesterday that Burundi has been able 
to rally all the necessary means to prevent a disaster like 
the one in Rwanda. On the conference on security for 
the Great Lakes region, which has just been canceled, 
the Burundian head of state said he believes the confer- 
ence is necessary. 


President Stresses Restoring Security, Judiciary

and abroad. | think that, if the judiciary of Burundi was 
up to its tasks, things would go well. 


As I have told you, the same is true for the army. 
The judiciary of Burundi has the same divisions as the 
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society of Burundi. Time will be required to bring order 
to these sectors. 


We must put up a ruthless fight against Bagaza con- 
cerning the restoration of security. However, it remains 
to be seen whether all the bodies of the state which are 
precisely supposed to contribute to that, do support my 
Opinion on the ground, 


In any case, as far as | am concerned, | will always be 
uncompromising concerning all those who contribute in 
any way to the destibilization of Burundi — and there 
are a lot of them. Nyangoma is not the only one. There 
are others. All should be identified, and all should be

President Urges Ministers To Show Solidarity

Council, the Higher Magistrate Council, and the Na- 
tional Security Council. 


An introductory speech was made by Prime Minister 
Antoine Nduwayo who recalled that a new government 
has now been formed following a cabinet reshuffle, 
and that the various councils provided for by the 
Constitution have been set up. Since the country was 
experiencing a crisis, the prime minister said, a choice 
had to be made. In fact, he said, there was not much 
choice left: In the choice between peace and war, which 
causes death, any path leading to death must be blocked, 
and all those who follow these paths must be rescued.

The main speech of the day was made by President 
Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, who reminded the govern- 
ment members of their obligation to show mutual soli- 
darity: 


[Begin Ntibantunganya recording] Ladies and gentle- 
men, you as government members — each one of you, 
of course — is part of a specific political family. How- 
ever, you have to bear in mind that once you are sent 
or selected to be a government member, your relations 
with your political parties and families must be con- 
ceived and conducted in a way that is similar to those 
between a newly wedded girl and her own family mem- 
bers. [laughter and applause] 


Your position as government members means you have 
to forget partisan ambitions and behavior; your only pri- 
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ority is the national interest. You, ladies and gentlemen 
who belong to the government, when you take part in 
cabinet meetings, when you work in your offices, when 
you chair proceedings, please never forget the follow- 
ing truth: You are not within your own ethnic group or 
your own party. Your ethnic group and your party is 
Burundi. Your motto is unity, work, and progress, and 
your program can be summarized as follows: To re- 
store and to strengthen confidence between Burundians 
(?which means) fighting for security and peace [words

Tanzanian Troops Allegedly Kill 5 ‘Assailants’

There were clashes on Monday [30 October] between 
{unidentified} assailants and Tanzanian soldiers in the 
Ruvyagira area of Giteranyi commune in Muyinga 
province, in northeastern Burundi, in which five of the 
assailants were killed, and one of the Tanzanians was 
wounded, according to our correspondent in Muyinga. 
The clashes followed a misunderstanding resulting from 
an affair involving money, the same source added. 


An official connected with the assailants, who had ap- 
parently come from Cibitoke province, in northwestern 
Burundi, to pay his men at Giteranyi, was reported to 
have met two roadblocks manned by Tanzanian soldiers. 
He is said to have paid 100,000 Burundian francs at the 
first one to secure a free passage. However, the official 
encountered problems at the second roadblock at which 
he was asked to pay 300,000 Burundian francs. Accord- 
ing to our source, the bargaining turned sour, and the 
two sides resorted to shooting. 


The toll was five dead on the side of the assailants, and 
one Tanzanian soldier wounded. 


Security Forces Kill 11 in Clash With ‘Gangs’

Paradoxally, the 
region in which the ICRC is targeted enjoys consider- 
able ICRC support. The ICRC distributes 800,000 liters 
of clean water each week to 4,000 people there. 


Uprona Hails International Inquiry Commission

sure the success of its mission. 


In its statement, the political party expressed concern 
over the attitude of the international community in 
remaining silent for two years despite constant calls 
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by the opposition parties, including Uprona, for it to 
come to Burundi. Regrettably, some international circles 
and lobbies have taken advantage of the internationa’ 
community's lack of will and have efficiently acted to 
obfuscate the truth, Uprona revealed. 


That attitude has also encouraged the planners and 
perpetrators of the Rwandan genocide, the Burundian 
example having served to show that the international 
community is capable of tolerating the intolerable, thus 
promoting the development of violence in Burundi, the 
statement added. 


Uprona criticizes the reports on the Burundian cri- 
sis compiled by two international commissions, one 
from the United Nations headed by the Ivorian am- 
bussador, Simeon Ake, and the other mandated by 
some nongovernmental organizations, comprising no- 
tably Philippe Reyntjens known as an adviser of the 
Party for the Liberation of the Hutu People and the 
Front for Democracy in Burundi, and a defender of the 
Hutu cause in Burundi and Rwanda. 


Uprona calls on the Burundian people and authorities to 
give the commission all necessary cooperation.

President: Army, Police To Integrate Militiamen

Lissouba has been involved in a slinging match with two 
former officials. Today, he referred to Monsignor Ernest 
Kombo, former speaker of the transitional parliament, 
and General Jean-Marie Michel Mokoko, former chief 
of Army staff, as traitors. The former had complained 
that the establishment of democratic institutions was 
taking too long and said he was ready to offer his 
assistance. Gen. Mokoko had pointed out that the 
country was facing a leadership crisis, so he wanted 
to return and save it from the economic, political, and 
social crisis. Gen. Jean-Marie Michel Mokoko currently 
lives in France. 


The statements by the two former officials prompted 
the following reply from President Lissouba: Msgr. 
Kombo and Gen. Mokoko are iraitors considering what 
they have done. I wouid like them to know that 
a government is already in place should they have 
any plans of destabilizing the country as they are 
doing now. President Lissouba announced at the same 
news conference that all Congolese militiamen will be 
integrated into the Army. Here is what he said: 


[Begin Lissouba recording] All militiamen will be 
integrated into the Army and the Police Department. The 
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Gendarmerie has recruited some of them already and 
is continuing the recruitment in a relatively satisfactory 
manner regarding the establishment of the diverse Army 
structures. In my own modest way, I would also like to 
speak of what I have been doing so far. We have not 
yet passed the 1996 budget because if the recruitments 
lead to extra spending, you or the IMF will blame us 
for creating a mess since the decision was not outlined 
in the budget. Therefore, we will continue recruiting 
militiamen. We have not presented the budget simply 
because we are currently holding negotiations with the 
IMF. The budget will back the structural adjustment 
program that we have laid down and endorse the 
programs we will present to potential donors who might 
want to assist Congo. [end recording] 


Government Dismisses 77 Army, Police Officers

Following President Lissouba’s pronouncements, 77 
Congolese soldiers and policemen, including Gen. 
Mokoko, have been dismissed for having deserted the 
Army and the police. Among those dismissed are four 
police officers including Colonel Pierre Oba, former 
director general of national police and presidential 
security, who is an ally of General Denis Sassou 
Nguesso, the former president. The remaining officers 
and noncommissioned officers are mostly close to 
former President Nguesso, who, in his reaction this 
morning, said that these dismissals should not be a 
surprise to anybody. Jean de Dieu Ndong Ovono talked 
to him on the phone. 


[Begin Nguesso recording] I do not know the circum- 
stances surrounding these decisions. However, if they 
affect officials close to me, then, in fact, it is not sur- 
prising, because since the transition period until now, 
civilian and military personnel have been persecuted. 
All civilian and military officials, who are close to me, 
have, since the transition period until now, been un- 
employed. Therefore, the fact that they are still being 
persecuted should not surprise anybody. [end recording] 


Another aspect of the interview granted by Gen. 
Nguesso related to the effect these dismissals within 
the Army and the police could have on the future of 
Congo. Let us listen to him:

Once again, we are witnessing purges, 
whereas during the Conference, officials who had been 
punished, sometimes for serious offenses such as coups 
d’etat, were reinstated in the Arm’. If the new regime 
is reembarking on fresh purges, I do not know what that 
will presage for the future. In short, however, we can 
say that all the decisions of the National Conference

Defense Minister Annuls Militaman Recruitment

the Congolese Armed Forces. Here is Defense Min- 
ister Bongo Nouarra himself explaining to Raphael 
Mbadinga why he canceled the recruitment: 


[Begin recording} [Nouarra] It is a question, not of 
principle, but of procedure. I canceled the recruitment 
because the procedure was bad. We want to build a 
Republican Army, and the principle of recruitment into 
the Republican Army must be transparency, and the 
recruitment process must concern the entire nation and 
all its regions. It should not be said that I canceled 
the recruitment precisely because they are Pan-African 
Union for Social Democracy militiamen, and things like 
that. 


[Mbadinga] What deadline have you fixed for the 
national recruitment you are talking of? 


[Nouarra] There is no deadline. I shall not give you 
any deadline. There is no deadline. At any rate, even if 
there is a deadline, we have to wait to recruit within the 
constraints of the budget. We cannot recruit this year 
because we have not budgeted for it. [end recording]

President on Elections, Ties With Spain, France

{[FBIS Translated Text] We now have our interview with 
Teodoro Obiang Nguema Mbasongo, the president of 
Equatorial Guinea, who was in Paris recently for the 
celebration of UNESCO's 50th anniversary. President 
Obiang Nguema Mbasongo told RFI, when he was in- 
terviewed by Laurent Chaffard, that presidential elec- 
tions will take place next year in his country: 


[Begin recording] [Mbasongo] The law sets out that 
the date for the elections should be at the end of 
seven years, and my mandate ends next year, in other 
words, in 1996. At that point we will hold the elections. 
When the presidential elections have been held, we will 
have concluded our program for the development of 
democracy, and we will continue to do the same things. 


[Chaffard] If one of your main opponents, Severo Moto, 
the leader of the Progress Party, is selected by his 
party to be a candidate, could he be a candidate in this 
presidential election? 


[Mbasongo] Yes, because, after the [words indistinct] 
that were given to Mr. Severo Moto, he has all the right 
to put himself forward as the candidate for his party. A 
candidate’s problem is being chosen by the parties, and 
not by the government. In other words, if his party gives 
him the opportunity to be a candidate in the upcoming 
elections, we have no problem with this. 


[Chaffard] You are the only Hispanic country in Africa. 
We have the impression that your relations with Spain 
are increasingly tense. 


[Mbasongo] The problem that we have today in our 
relations with Spain is one of jealousy. Spain does not 
like the extension of relations that our government is 
Carrying out with Central Africa, because we have good 
relations with all the countries in Central Africa. We are 
today members of UDEAC [Central African Customs 
and Economic Union], we are members of francophone 
Africa, we have good relations with France, so I think 
that there are enough reasons for Spain to be jealous. 


[Chaffard] Would you like, in this regard, to distance 
yourself a little from Spain, and bring yourself even 
closer to France? 


[Mbasongo] Yes, because I am an honest man. If 
I find that a friendly country is not giving all the 
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means to allow for the development of our country, 
I turn to the country that will allow me to achieve 
good development. This is what is happening today, 
because Spain has unilaterally suspended cooperation 
with Equator‘al Guinea. We do not have any cooperation 
ties with Spain. Certainly Spain has no economic 
interests. 


With France, we are members of the French coopera- 
tion. We receive aid from France, so why can we not 
have these relations with France. That is the problem 
that we are seeing today. [end recording] 


Rwanda 
Defense Minister Addresses Genocide Conference

on Genocide, Impunity, and Accountability in Rwanda 
entered its third day today. 


Speaking at the conference today, the vice president 
and minister of defense, Major General Paul Kagame, 
talked about three aftermath problems resulting from 
the genocide: that is the question of refugees; justice 
and security; and the national reconciliation. 


The vice president said that after the genocide, Rwanda 
is confronted with the dilemma of counting those 
who took part in the genocide for crimes they have 
committed and, at the same time, involving them in 
the reconstruction of the country. We've got a dilemma 
of being very decisive about dealing with those who 
created this kind of situation, he said, and at the same 
time we have got to rebuild our country involving some 
of the people who might have been indirectly associated 
with the very forces who carried out the genocide. 


On the question of refugees, the vice president and min- 
ister of defense, Major General Paul Kagame, recalled 
that the Rwandan Government of national unity has 
made efforts to persuade Rwandan refugees to come 
back home unconditionally. The problem of refugees, 
the vice president stressed, must be solved once and for 
all. 


On this note, Major General Paul Kagame appealed to 
the international community for increased assistance to 
convince refugees to return. He said that the refugees 
should not use the problems Rwanda is facing as 
an excuse for not coming back. The vice president, 
however, criticized some politicians who want to turn 
the question of refugees into a political issue. 


Speaking about the problem of security, the vice pres- 
ident and minister of defense, Major General Paul 
Kagame, regretted that the issue of security, [which was] 
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one of the most serious aftermaths of last year’s tragedy, 
is being addressed solely by the Rwandan Government 
without the assistance of the international community. 
And Vice President Paul Kagame said that it may take 
time to overcome security-related problems if the inter- 
national community does not provide substantial assis- 
tance in the sector. 


The conference continued this afternoon with a work- 
shop in groups behind closed doors at Mille Collines 
Hotel. 


Conference Asks France, Belgium for 
Compensation

on Genocide, Impunity, and Responsibility ended yes- 
terday evening. At the end of five days of work, the 
conference participants reaffirmed their rejection of im- 
punity for crimes committed. This will be reflected in 
the judgments made in the cases of the perpetrators of 
the genocide and massacres. Ailernatives can now be 
envisaged: either recourse to special tribunals at the na- 
tional level or the implementation of international law 
by the international tribunal on Rwanda. 


Participating cadres from various ministries and foreign 
personalities known for their commitment against geno- 
cide made about 100 recommendations on ways of solv- 
ing the problems resulting frorn the genocide and help- 
ing to build a stable society. 


The rapporteur, (William Shabas), declared that the 
world should hold itself responsible for abandoning 
Rwandans to the killers. He stressed that the world could 
have done more to avert the genocide. Considering that 
the genocide must be looked upon in the specific context 
of over a million people having been killed in a record 
time of four months, its effects on Rwandan society 
have been extreme. 


The recommendations made by participants stressed the 
need to provide the survivors of the genocide with mate- 
rial and moral assistance by setting up the infrastructure 
needed to rehabilitate society. Also suggested was the 
need to remember the genocide victims with a view to 
persuade those tending to view genocide as normal or 
even denying that it happened to see reason. 


In the context of justice, the participants stressed the 
need to compensate victims. Wherever the culprits could 
not be found or had died, compensation should be paid 
by the descendants of the genocide perpetrators. 


Due to their various degrees of involvement in the im- 
plementation of the genocide, certain foreign countries, 
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such as France and Belgium, should make good the 
wrong they did by compensating and indemnifying the 
victims. In this context, the conference recommended 
the establishment of an autonomous commission under 
the office of the president [as heard] to be chargeu with 
Closely following up the issue. Also recommended was 
the extradition of the genocide perpetrators [from for- 
eign countries] to Rwanda to be brought to justice. 


Identified was the urgent need to establish alternative 
judicial systems to identify genocide crimes undefined 
by our ordinary legislation under the judicial system. In 
this respect the creation of courts and special courts 
were mentioned in the final resolutions. Such cuurts 
should, once set up, judge the genocide and related 
crimes.

Premier, Mobutu Clash Over Intelligence Chief

CLE) newspaper has revealed that Zairian Prime Min- 
ister Kengo wa Dondo is opposed to the appointment 
of (Andre Tundu Liongo) as executive director of the 
SNIP, the Zairian secret service. According to the news- 
paper, the head of the transitional government feels that 
the new appointee has not quite been absolved of all the 
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suspicions over his management of the General Quarries 
and Mines Trading Company [GECAMINES Coiamer- 
Ciale], which is presen:ly undergoing administrative lig- 
uidation, and car.not, therefore, aspire to any post within 
the civil service. 


As far as the prime minister is concerned, (LE SOCLE) 
adds, since the secret service falls under the joint 
responsibility of the transitional institutions, it is out of 
the question for the president of the Republic to make 
unilateral appointments. Having been appointed since 
19 October by a decree issued by the deputy prime 
minister in charge of national defense and territorial 
administration, who himself received instructions from 
Marshal Mobutu, (Andre Tundu Liongo) has not up to 
now really settled in even though he has already started 
work, reveals (LE SOCLE), which has good contacts 
with sources close to the head of state. 


The prime minister is said to prefer as i sad of the SNIP 
(Gogaliongo wa Dondo), who is said to be his cousin 
and who, for more than a year now, has acted as the 
service's executive director. According to the paper, this 
is a lost battle, because (Liongo), who is an expert on 
Rwanda, where he served as ambassador from 1987 to 
1989, and who is said to have strong connections, has 
been appointed by the president as a reward. He is said 
to be the person who advised Mobutu at the last minute, 
in April 1994, against traveling to the Arusha summii, 
in Tanzania, from where the Rwandan and Burundian 
presidents died in a plane crash on their way back home. 
The paper points out that (Liongo) was one of the few 
officers to welcome Mobutu when the latter returned 
to the country, via Gbadolite, and, therefore, had the 
Opportunity to present the president with his first report

Government Denies Guarding Genocide Suspects

Mr. Mungai said he had evidence that linked the 
Rwandan with the “silent evictions of non-Masais 
in Enaibelbel, Olkir'kirai and Kisirin areas of Narok 
District in the months of May, June, July and part of 
August this year”. 


A senior cabinet minister from Narok, Mr. Mungai 
claimed, was coordinating the training of the merce- 
naries. 


The Molo MP said he did not fear being arrested and 
challenged the government “to confirm or deny what I 
have said as it is obliged to tell the public the truth”. 


If the government denied his claims, the Molo MP said, 
he was willing to lead a team of lawyers, clergymen and 
foreign diplomats accredited to Kenya to some parts of

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According to a dispatch from one Tanzania news 
agency, SHIHATA, Friday, the election monitors said 
the training of electoral officers and clerks was short 
and poorly done with confusing manuals. 


"As a result, procedures around the country were not 
uniform", [they said], citing incorrect use of indelible 
ink in many areas. 


The observers criticized [the] location of some polling 
Stations in dark surroundings, which they said made 
identification of candidates’ pictures difficult. They said 
no specific measures were taken to preserve the secrecy 
of the vote, such as sealing numbered counterfoils in 
envelopes. 


"It is astonishing that voting started on time in such 
isolated regions as Kagera, Ruvuma, Mtwara and Lindi, 
while the situation in Dar es Salaam was the worst with 
widespread confusion in three of its seven constituen- 
cies". 


In an interim statement, the foreign election observers 
said [the] NEC’s decision to extend voting hours caused 
confusion in vote counting. 


"Results were often not posted up, and observers found 
it difficult to follow the reconciliation process," their 
Statement said. 


It further said that observers were unable to certify 
the results of the elections because of delays in vote 
counting. In Zanzibar, however, they witnessed recoutits 
of the vote. 


"Taking into account the above findings, international 
observers wish to recommend that measures are taken 
by [the] Tanzania electoral authorities to correct anoma- 
lies and improve the current electoral process," the state- 
ment said. 


Meanwhile, the commonwealth observer group also said 
Thursday in a separate statement that inadequate prepa- 
ration in logistical planning by the NEC contributed to 
the delay in [the] delivery of election materials at some 
Stations. We observed that facilities were inadequate at 
polling stations, and that the secrecy of the vote was 
compromised at some stations, the group’s chairman, 
Rashleigh Jackson, said. We are, however, impressed 
by the enthusiasm for voting in [the] multiparty system 
displayed by the Tanzanians and for their patience, the 
commonwealth observers noted.

Defense lawyers stated that there was no need to stop 
the announcement of election results because the results 
were being announced, in line with the law, by the 
returning officer and not the director of elections, as 
Claimed in the litigation, and that so far more than 
a half of all the 232 constituencies had already been 
announced. 


After considering the statement by both sides, the panel 
of three judges saw no fundamental reason for the court 
to order the suspension of the announcement of the 
general election results. 


The high court also decided that the defense should 
prepare its reply to the complainants’ submission as 
early as possible.

The opposition’s submission includes the nullification 
of the general elections, the formation of a new elec- 
toral commission and the banning of the CCM [Chama 
Cha Mapinduzi] from taking part in any elections for 
five years.

It quoted military intelligence officer Major Charles 
Angina as saying Ugandan authorities were considering 
sealing off the border with Sudan "to stop any further 
infiltration by the LRA into Uganda”. 


The LRA, a fanatical Christian movement, claims to 
be fighting to overthrow the government of President 
Yoweri Museveni and replace it with an administration 
based on the Bible’s ten commandments. 


The SPLA has been fighting the Sudanese Government 
since 1983, to free the mainly Christian and animist 
south from domination by the Moslem, Arabised north. 


SPLA fighters are currently involved in a major offen- 
sive against Khartoum government forces in the south, 
and have claimed to have captured several towns previ- 
ously under government control. 


Khartoum said the SPLA is fighting with help from 
Ugandan troops, but Kampala denied the charge.

The Muslims 
also handed back some portraits of the vice president 
that they spared from burning.

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Environment Study Puts Iranian Oil Deal on Hold

believe, South Africa’s deal to store and trade Iranian oil 
has fizzled out — or it has just been suspended pending 
the outcome of an environmental study on the risks of 
increased tanker traffic to Saldanha Bay. 


Two weeks ago BUSINESS DAY reported that the deal 
had floundered over Iran’s refusal to offer South Africa 
an acceptable cut in trading profits. It quoted overseas 
sources which claimed the deal was "dead in the water". 


However, Strategic Fuel Fund (SFF) general manager 
Kobus van Zyl is adamant that the deal — which could 
have earned South Africa R50-million [rands]} a year in 
profits — is only "temporarily suspended and has not 


been scrapped. 


"The storage agreement has been signed. The joint 
venture trading agreement must still be signed although 
all the main aspects of the deal have been agreed upon." 


He added that the deal was suspended because the South 
African government insisted that the outcome of the 
environmental study be made a suspensive condition of 
the contract. "The Iranians are naturally upset about this 
late development but both parties have to respect it." 


Industry sources claim Iran’s initial interest in the deal 
was fuelled by its urgent need to find storage for its oil 
which was piling up because of United States sanctions 
against the country. 


Another benefit is the strategic position of the Saldanha 
tank farm which is convenient for the African, South 
American and north west European markets. 


The SFF’s deal with Iran entails both storing Iranian 
oil and trading it — and the storage agreement will 
apparently not go ahead without the trading aspect being 
tied in. 

"A storage deal based on a storage fee has never been 


discussed and is presently not under consideration by 
the SFF," says Van Zyl. 


Iran’s apparent reluctance to conclude 4 satisfactory 
joint venture trading agreement with South Africa may 
indicate that its need to store oil is not as desperate 
as once thought or even that it no longer has the oil 
available to place in storage. 


In any event, the deal won’t get the go-ahead before 
the outcome of the Council for Scientific and Industrial 
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Research’s (CSIR) environmental impact assessment 
(EIA) study which seems unlikely to be completed 
earlier than mid-1996.

Australia’s Deputy Prime Minister, Kym Beazely, 
whose Labour Party opposes the legislation, said on 
national television at the weekend that he "perfectly 
understood” and welcomed COSATU’s involvement in 
the dispute. 
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The union body has been called to help fight the 
legislation by the West Australian Trades and Labour 
Council (WATLC) — an organisation it has built close 
lies with over the last six years in a newly developing 
Indian Ocean conference of Unions. 


Negotiations between the WA government and local 
union leaders over changes to the legislation have 
deadlocked before its introduction to Parliament next 
week, but if the laws are passed without amendment, 
COSATU is expected to make good its threats if 
requested to act by the WATLC. 


An international officer with the WATLC — South 
African-born Rob Lambert — said COSATU was pre- 
pared to take action through both the South African 
Railways and Harbour Union and the Post and Telecom- 
munications Workers Association. 


He said an average of three ships travelled both ways 
each week between the WA port of Fremantle and 
Durban, adding that there was significant postal and 
telecommunications traffic between both the large expa- 
triate South African community in WA, including both 
countries’ mining industries. 


Lambert said the involvement of COSATU could not 
be underestimated, as it would elevate the dispute to an 
international level and cause the WA government great 
embarrassment. 


The COSATU threats follow a recent visit to the 
WA capital of Perth by the organisation’s senior vice- 
president, George Nkadimeng, who told a rally of 
10,000 workers there that if union rights were eroded

We 
want to create a culture of respect for law and order 
in South Africa,” the president said, adding that the 
lack thereof in times past was why the country was 
in trouble today. “My interfering in the judicial process 
would be undermining that process and the authority of 
the attorney-general, who must remain independent," he 
said 


Mandela again expressed his sympathy for the death of 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhaq Rabin, who was assas- 
sinated at the weekend. He said he was not attending 
the funeral because he was going to New Zealand on 
Wednesday and had sent Deputy President Thabo Mbeki 
to represent South Africa instead. However, Mandela 
said he would be attending a Jewish memorial service 
at the Killarney synagogue on Tuesday afternoon.

At the same time, police generals are concerned about 
whether they can rely on the loyalty of everyone in 
the security forces, especially those sympathetic toward 
General Malan and the senior officers who appeared in 
court on 2 November. 


RAPPORT had learned from well-placed sources that 
the concern was raised at a crisis meeting attended by 
regional Crime Intelligence Service [CIS] commanders 
in Gauteng last week. 


Police Commissioner George Fivaz has communicated 
his concern to his generals.

They also were instructed to, as a matter of urgency, 
use all available capabilities to gather the necessary 
information to enable the South African Police Service 
to proactively police ie destabilizing effect on the 
constitutional order and the public as a whole.

Among the dangerous possibilities that have been iden- 
tified are the following: 


— The revival of militant underground activities;

The police’s anti-espionage division has been instructed 
to be vigilant against former members and to monitor 
their movements. The possibility also has been men- 
tioned of searching the homes of former members as a 
deterrent, and even to enforce the Legislation on Offi- 
cial Secrets, if there are indications that sensitive secret 
documents were being revealed. 


Unconfirmed rumors are hinting that telephone conver-

Malan: Chance for ‘Political Hijacking’ Good

The embattled Malan, who is facing 13 charges of 
murder in KwaZulw/Natal along with 10 former senior 
South African Defence Force officers, told SAPA the 
chances for political hijacking in South Africa by groups 
who were not interested in democracy, were good. 


"But I support democracy and although I might disagree 
with things, and in fact do disagree with certain things, 
I would only use democratic means to bring about 
change,” Malan said. 


"I am not available to leftist or rightist radicals," he said. 


Malan said he was seriously concerned “about our 
new-born democracy" and its chances of survival. 
Democracy was in fact going though a difficult phase 
in South Africa. 


"I believe that we as South Africans simply must 
establish this democratic system successfully.” 
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On the charges against him, Malan maintains his inno- 
cence and because of this he had no need to apply for 
amnesty. 


"I am not worried,” he said. "I know that in respect 
of the charges against me I have nothing on my 
conscience.” 


During his tenure as defence minister certain raids had 
been conducted against African National Congress and 
SWAPO [South-West African People’s Organization] 
bases outside South Africa’s borders. 


These had been aimed against organisations then con- 
sidered enemies and had been executed in terms of the 
internationally accepted doctrine of hot pursuit. 


Malan, who makes his next court appearance on De- 
cember 1, said: "What bothers me in this instance is 
that I am being accused of a despicable deed, namely 
the murder of children and innocent people, which hap- 
pened during the violent era of the eighties. 


"I ask that justice be done speedily and fairly. That is 
why I personally went to court in Durban — so that the 
case could be expedited, not delayed,” he said. 


In view of this, he was somewhat surprised that when 
he appeared in court, having been told a six-month long 
investigation had been conducted into the allegations, 
no charges had been put to him or the other accused. 


On the other hand the ANC had admitted some of its 
members might have been responsible for the Shell 
House shootings. Yet there had been no word of a 
decision to prosecute jn this case. 


"Is this just? Is this equal treatment? If this is how 
democracy is going to be implemented in South Africa, 
there are problems. I repeat my statement of the other 
day, democracy in South Africa has reached its darkest 
hour,” said Malan. 


Malan said he would be quite prepared to testify before 
the Truth and Reconciliation Commission, which he 
believed would prove one-sided and only hear evidence 
against members of the security forces. 


"But then they will have to tell me what they want to 
know, because I do not know what they can want from 
me,” he said. 


Malan accused certain elements of the media of trying 


to cr srception that it was only the security forces 
of | vhich had conducted a "so called war" on 
the ¢ population. 


It seemed to been forgotten that the ANC had, for 
example, targeted the former homelands and called for 
their leadership to be destroyed, or that persons now 
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sitting in high positions had a’ vocated or been involved 
in planning acts in which large numbers of civilians had 
died. 

Malan said as a final word that he wholeheartedly sup- 


ported President Nelson Mandela’s quest for reconcili- 
ation in South Africa. 


"But in order to meet the wonderful challenges of the 
new democratic South Africa, we will have to join hands 
and strive for our common goal,” he said. 


Malan said he remained a member of the National Party, 
but since giving members a roasting for failing to move 
with the times after the general election, he had not been 
invited back to address them. 


Link Between Top Officials, Generals Suggested

Among the SCC 1aembers were police and army gen- 
erals and former Cabinet ministers like the then presi- 
dents, PW Botha and FW de Klerk, Foreign Minister Pik 
Botha, Law and Order Minister Adriaan Vlok, deputy

It has, however, been made clear that they may be called 
to clarify matters in which the accused alleged they had 
prior knowledge or sat in a meeting which planned or 
gave orders for execution. 


Another top politician who may also be questioned 
to clarify certain issues is ex-KwaZulu Chief Minister 
Mangosuthu Buthelezi, who also served as Chief Minis- 
ter and Police Minister in the violence-stricken province 
of KwaZulu/Natal. 


The SCC which consisted of army and police generals 
who teamed up with prominent Cabinet ministers to 
deal with government opposition groups like the United 
Democratic Front (UDF) and the then banned African 
National Congress, mainly between the mid- and late 
1980s. 


Officials of the new security establishment indicated to 
NEW NATION that General Constand Viljoen and Tie- 
nie Groenewald could provide further knowledge about 
high-profile individuals who might have had knowl- 
edge about the massacre of 13 people in KwaMakhutha, 
KwaZulu/Natal in 1987. 
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Speculation about the possibility of linking top political 
figures to ongoing police investigations and forthcoming 
Truth Commission sittings was further strengthened 
by statements of Security and Safety Minister Sydney 
Mufamadi in a press briefing yesterday. He indicated 
that both Viljoen and Groenewald provided the police 
with further information that could add to a list of 
Suspects in the case. 


Viljoen provided startling information that Buthelezi 
might have had knowledge of the planned attack, while 
Groenewald pointed out De Klerk was the person to 
blame. 


Viljoen said it was highly likely that the information on 
the operation was shared between the two governments 
the former KwaZulu homeland and the South African 
government. 


Mufamadi said it appeared that both Viljoen and Groe- 
newald knew the people who could have given the go- 
ahead of the operation. He added that more arrests could 
be expected. 


When asked if Buthelezi could be among those to be 
arrested, he said the police would arrest anyone if they 
had evidence that an offence had been committed. 


NEW NATION has learned that the focus of the 
investigation into the massacre would now turn into the 
former SSC which gave both the police and the South 
African Defence Force [SADF] operational direction on 
all activities to be carried out. 


This week, Viljoen is quoted as having told journalists 
after an election rally in Vereeniging that Buthelezi 
could have known about the planned massacre. “I’m 
sure this was dealt with by the previous National Party 
government and the KwaZulu homeland government. 
Surely they would have discussed it government to 
government.” 


The latest charges against the 11 generals follow long 
held suspicions that the SADF was directly involved in 
stoking violence that had racked KwaZulu/Natal since 
the [words indistinct] evidence which pointed at the 
direction of the SADF include the training of 200 
Inkatha recruits at the Caprivi Strip and their subsequent 
deployment in KwaZulwNatal. 


The arraignment of the generals relates to the killing of 
members of former UDF leader, Victor Ntuli, where 13 
unarmed civilians, including women and children, died 
on the night of January 1987. 


The 11 generals would bring to 18 the number of peo- 
ple who are now charged with that massacre. Seven 
men, who include IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party] secre- 
tary general Zakhele "MZ" Khumalo, appeared in the 
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Durban Regional Court on Monday while the generals 
appeared yesterday. 

There is mounting speculation that the current violence 
in the province has its roots in the deployment of Caprivi 
trainees who may have been trained either this year or 
last year. 

The existence of hit-squads in KwaZulu/Natal were 
last year confirmed by former KwaZulu Pulice [KZP] 
Commissioner Lt-Gen Roy During. He added at the time 
that the arrest of a few junior policemen within the KZP 
for hit-squad activitie. was only the tip of the iceberg 
and that senior police officers and politicians could be 
involved in the violence. 


These announcements followed other findings made hy 
the Goldstone Commission of Inquiry and the Transisi- 
tional Executive Council's investigation into hit-squads 
in KwaZulu/Natal. Reports of the two investigations 
led to the establishment of the Investigation Task Unit 
headed by Howard Varney under the office of the At- 
torney General Tim McNally. 


Meanwhile, retired SADF member, Brigadier Bill Sass, 
now working as a military analyst for the Institute for 
Defence Police, agreed that charges against Malan and 
other generals could involve several senior politicians 
who used to be part of the SSC at the time and are now 
members of the Government of National Unity [GNU]. 


Sass said: "None of the generals of that period ef- 
fected certain operations without the politicians know- 
ing something about them. It can’t only be Malan be- 
cause both the SSC and the Cabinet must have formed 
part of the decision-making regarding these issues.” 


At the time, the SSC was under the chairmanship of 
State President, PW Botha, the Minister of Defence, 
Magnus Malan, Minister of Justice, Kobie Coetzee, 
Pik Botha and their deputies and other special projects 
generals and government bureaucrats who could be 
called upon. 


The minutes of the SSC was usually sent to the 
Cabinet for ratification. The SSC served as a sub-council 
answerable to the Cabinet. 


Sass said more and more people could be brought into 
the picture as the trial unfolds. 


This week, De Klerk said he assumed full responsibility 
for actions that were taken by the generals after coming 
under attack from Groenewald, who blamed him for the 
charges that were brought against them. 


Sass said this was a clear indication of the nervousness 
that politicians from the past government are starting 
to feel as a result of the charges against Malan and 


company. 
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Politicians are certainly going to be involved in this, 
because none of the generals of that period could have 
acted without poliucians know! 1g whet was happening. 
It can’t only be Malan and the generals”. 


Both the Cabinet and the SSC would have been kept 
informed of what was happening. 


Sass Said another person whose name could come up is 
Roelf Meyer who was deputy minister of police in 1985 
and “86 later defence minister. [sentence as published] 


Sass said the recent moves by Viljoen to uy and 
represent the generals and to threaten to walk out of 
parliament are intended to solicit support from the 
international! community and influence the business 
sector. 


"Viljoen knows that if he walk out of the government, 
particularly if Ink. \a goes with him, then the interna- 
tional business would certainly take note of it and would 
not want to put their money here”. 


The arrest of Malan appears to have once again mo- 
bilised the Afrikaner community and given them some- 
thing to act in unison against. The Conservative Party 
and the Afrikaner Weerstandbeweging [Afrikaner Re- 
sistance Movement, AWB} leaders have appealed for 
Afrikaner unity and called on Viljoen to join hands with 
them. Sass said such a move could hold dividends for 
both Viljoen and the CP together with the AWB. 


He said the government can be sure of people who are in 
the permanent force but the same cannot be said about 
the thousands who served as reservists, commandos and 
the citizens force. 


ANC gecretary general Cyril Ramaphosa said the whole 
truth would need to come out where Malan and com- 
pany need to tell the whole nation how they got involved 
in this type of act and who issued the instructions and 
the weapons and recruited the perpetrators. 


"Clearly there must have been a unit or body that was 
directing this whole thing and giving instructions. This 
could go directly to the top and justice must take its 
course,” said Ramaphosa. 


Dr CJ Coetzee of the Department of Political Science 
at Potchefstroom University, agreed that the court case 
involving Malan and others could lead to politicians in 
the former government who are now serving in the GNU 
being called upon to relate what they know about any 
plans by the, generals.

The sensational news of the pending arrest of virtually 
the entire former top brass of the military establishment 
has plunged the country into another unnecessary crisis. 


The period of the total onslaught saw the South African 
military engaged in activity on a continental scale. There 
were conflicts in virtually the whole of Southern Africa. 


When viewed against this vast canvas it comes as a 
surprise to see a reduction of these conflicts to a single 
incident in 1987. Is this an example of the sacrifice of 
vital and long-term policy considerations to populist, 
parochial and short-sighted expediency? 


There are politicians who are obsessed by the desire 
to crush the Inkatha Freedom Party (IFP] and discredit 
its leader, Minister Mangosuthu Buthelezi. That may 
have begun as the primary objective of the so-called 
investigation into “hit squad” activity in KwaZulu-Natal. 
What began as a continuation of the vendetta against the 
IFP is now mushrooming into an attack on those leaders 
both political and military of the previous South African 
Government. The generals and the state security council 
can hardly be called a “third force.” 


What is happening now is the fall-out of the disastrous 
clandestine negotiations in the unending bosberaads 
(bush conferences] between the ANC and the NP 
{National Party]. 


The blame, for this lies squarely on the shoulders of 
the ANC-led government, which, through this reckless 
and foolish political ploy, has demonstrated that its 
arrogance in pursuit of total power has blinded it to 
the realities of South African politics. 


In a very real sense the chickens of the infamous Record 
of Understanding signed between the National Party and 
the African National Congress on September 26, 1992 
have come home to roost. And they will roost on the 
shoulder of signatory F W de Klerk. 
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Lets us look at some of the background to this seusa- 
tional case. Speaking in Parliament on February 1, 1991, 
one year after his famous speech on February 2, 1990, 
the former State President had this to say: 


".... the Government declares its opposition to the idea 
of an elected constituent assembly. It is of the opinion 
that the negotiation of a new constitution should be 
the responsibility of the representatives of all political 
parties who enjoy proven support and are committed to 
a peaceful and negotiated solution.” 


He also rejected the notion that his government should 
relinquish its powers and hand over its responsibilities 
to “some or other temporary regime”. Ja, well, no, fine 
we all know what happened. 


When the ANC could not get its way at Codesa 
{Convention for a Democratic South Africa], it walked 
out and took to the streets with mass action. And F 
W de Klerk became weak in the knees and caved in 
to pressure. Despite what he said in Parliament on 
February 1, 1991 and despite solemn promises to the 
IFP’s Mangosuthu Buthelezi that he would never sign 
unilateral undertakings with the ANC, he did just that 
on September 26, 1992. 


The Record of Understanding signed by de Klerk and 
ANC leader, Nelson Mandela, had this to say on “the 
way forward": 


"The two delegations agreed that this summit laid a basis 
for the resumption of the negotiation process. 


"To this end the ANC delegation advised the South 
African Government that it would recommend to its 
National Executive Committee that the process of 
negotiation be resumed, whereafter extensive bilateral 
discussions will be held. 

"It was agreed that the practicalities with regard to 
bilateral discussions will be dealt with through the 
existing channel”. 

Architects of this understanding were ANC Secretary 
General, Cyril Ramaphosa — or is it Meyer and the 
National Party’s Roelf Meyer, two political soulmates, 
who share another passion — fly fishing. 


De Klerk caved in on all major issues. He agreed to 
the creation of a constituent assembly, agreed that this 
would act as an interim parliament, and also agreed to 
an interim government of national unity which would 
act as both central and regional governments. 


Crucially, while he agreed that all (words indistinct] 
own security forces. 


De Klerk demonstrated his partisanship towards his 
new-found ally the ANC by also agreeing to the fencing 
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of hostels — most are IFP strongholds — and to the 
banning of the carrying of cultural weapons in public. 


He allowed his friends in the ANC and the Goldstone 
Commission to form a special task unit to investigate 
so-called hit squads in KwaZulu. This unit, under the 
leadership of Frank Dutton and Howard Varney, is little 
more than a political inquisition against the opponents 
of the ANC. 


It is this unit that is responsible for the trial that will 
begin in Durban today and will feature Magnus Malan 
and security forces’ top brass as murder accused. 


Whatever the merits of the case, it will amount to a show 
trial that will do this country immeasurable harm. While 
Varney and Dutton have been given vast resources 
which they have used to investigate opponents of the 
ANC, they have failed to investigate major cases where 
it could easily be proved that senior people in the ANC 
were involved in fomenting violence. 


Let us give but a few examples. 


On September 4, 1992, twelve IFP supporters, mostly 
women and children, were gunned down in cold blood 
with AK-47 rifles while waiting for a bus at Bomela to 
take them to the annual meeting of the Youth Brigade 
at Ulundi. 


The police have evidence that this attack was carried 
out by members of the ANC. 


On September 21, 1992, the police arrested 29 people 
on the South Coast for attempted murder and public 
violence. Several prominent members of the ANC were 
among those arrested. Weapons confiscated included 
2 AK-47 rifles, Fl hand grenades, a Makarov pistol 
and a home-made shotgun. Both AK-47 rifles were 
ballistically linked to the murders of the IFP women and 
children on September 4. According to police evidence 
given to the Goldstone Commission, a local leader of 
the ANC has been linked to one of the AK-47 rifles 
confiscated. 


On September 24, 1992, 24 supporters of the IFP 
were shot dead and another 24 wounded when men 
with AK-47 rifles attacked the Sabelo homestead at 
Folweni outside Durban. According to evidence given 
to the Goldstone Commission, some of the weapons 
used in the attack emanated from Transkei. The state 
also knew that other weapons used to murder the IFP 
supporters were supplied by MK (Umkhonto we Sizwe 
— Spear of the Nation; ANC military wing] commander 
Sipho Mandla Sithole, who was heavily involved in the 
smuggling of weapons from Mozambique. 


Finally, on February 1, 1992, police arrested three 
MK members near the Swaziland border following the

discovery of a large arms cache in an ANC-owned car. 
It included 34 hand grenades, 40 grenade detonators, 9 
Makarov pistols, 13 Stechkin machine pistols, 2 RPG-7 
rocket launchers, 6 RPG-7 missiles, 6 RPG-7 propellant 
charges and 2,800 rounds of AK-47 ammunition . 


On February 4, three days after the arrest, the Ministry 
of Law and Order and the Minister of Constitutional 
Development had this to say about this incident: 


‘The seriousness of this matter is highlighted by infor- 
mation that it is a Regional Commander of MK that is 
allegedly involved in the smuggling of these arms into 
South Africa.” 


What they did not say, although they knew it, was that 
the man involved was the same Sipho Mandla Sithole 
mentioned above. 


The State did not prosecute, although the police have 
all the evidence to prove that this man was behind the 
smuggling of weapons of death into KwaZulu-Natal. 


What is more, the police have irrefutable evidence 
that ANC leadership figures from Stanger allowed MK 
operat. ves to use their cars to smuggle weapons into 
Natal. Finally and incredibly, fallowing these arrests 
senior ANC leaders were given access to the MK gun- 
smugglers in the police cells. This was followed by 
a press conference staged — wait for it — in police 
headquarters in Durban to enable the ANC leadership 
to distance themselves from the gun running. This whole 
episode is an outrage and amounts to crass interference 
in the judicial process. 


Now, what have Messrs Dutton and Varney and their 
boss, Sydney Mufamadi, done about these cases? Have 
we seen any trials? Are these events not key elements 
in the violence that continues to sweep our province? 


Against this background, are we not justified in calling 
today’s trial a show trial? 


Finally, what sweet irony that it is former army choir 
boy, Roelf Meyer, who is in a very reai sense respon- 
sible for the fact that the former Minister of Defence 
will today face murder charges. The Record of Un- 
derstanding he fathered with his fly-fisherman friend 
Ramaphosa, laid the groundwork for the show trial. 


Unless there is a miracle, we are in for a rough ride. And 
the papbroeke [spineless people] in the NP will be just 
as culpable as the reckless and foolish powermongers 
in the ANC. 


Who will succeed the papbroeke? Only the ANC can 
save them now — by offering crumbs. Our guess is 
they will be replaced anyway.

Messages 
were returned promptly and all assistance offered — 
but Africa remained an elusive voice at the other end 
of the telephone. 


First, our appointment was cancelled. Then the tele- 
phone interview offered as an alternative was curtailed 
by the demands placed on her by being both a mother 
and a senior manager. "Sorry, but I have to go," she 
said. "I need to fetch my kids from the day-care cen- 
tre." 


Given her tight schedule before leaving town for a few 
days and the maximum-security status of the building 
(no cameras allowed), a commissioned photographer 
was unable even to take her picture. 


The preface to an interview she gave to the journal 
Agenda suggested similar difficulties: "Due to distance 
and time constraints, we were unable to interview Sandy 
directly but she willingly agreed to write responses to 
the questions we faxed to her. Thanks, Sandy." 


So, who is Sandy Africa, the soft-spoken, highly re- 
spected youthful chief of the NIA Training Academy? 


She is the mother of two young children (aged 10 and 
20 months), "in my 30s" (she will not divulge her age) 
and married to former Umkhonto we Sizwe [Spear of 
the Nation — MK; ANC military wing] officer Vijay 
Ramlackan, who is now a brigadier in the South African 
National Defense Force. 


A certain resilience is evident even over the telephone 
but she is also self-effacing and, at the outset of our 
interview, advises that she is "not very good" at talking 
about herself. She isn’t. But when the conversation 
shifts to work issues, there is a noticeable difference.

Africa talks readily and enthusiastically about the aims 
of th? NIA and how it should function in the new 
democratic order. She is strongly anti-militaristic in her 
approach to intelligence, and refuses even to speculate 
on what ranks she would hold if the NIA were linked 
to military structures. 


"We don’t use those ranks here. My official title is head 
of the training academy," she says, adamant that the NIA 
must build its identity as a civilian intelligence agency. 


Africa has an honours degree in comparative African 
government from the University of Natal, Durban, and 
an MA in political science from the University of 
South Africa. Throughout the 1980s she was involved in 
youth, civic and women’s organisations and served on 
the Natal regional executive of the United Democratic 
Front. 


Her interest in intelligence grew as a result of her 
involvement in the joint working committee of the UDF 
(United Democratic Front] and the Congress of South 
African Trade Unions, which was formed to develop 
strategies to counter the violence in Natal. 


Comments from those who knew Africa in activist 
circles in the 1980s are spontaneously positive. 


"She’s a genuinely nice person,” said one. “Quite 
introverted but sharp academically and a very hard 
worker,” said another. 


In the early 1990s, Africa’s research work shifted to 
developing policy on intelligence and security issues. 
She worked at the University of the Western Cape and 
the University of Durban-Westville and with bodies 
such as the Military Research Group. 


In 1993 she was the ANC representative on the Tran- 
sitional Executive Council subcommittee charged with 
mapping out the role of intelligence services under the 
coming democracy. 


It took a full year after the Kempton Park talks 
to complete the difficult tasks of amalgamating the 
intelligence operations of the liberation movements, the 
independent homelands and the National intelligence 
Service into the new NIA and the South African Secret 
Service — a task done by January 1 this year. 


Africa, says that, as far as she knows, there was no 
negative reaction to her appointment. "I think the fact 
that I had interacted quite widely beforehand with 
people from all sides, and that I came from a research 
background, helped. Also, I think people within state 
structures were somewhat curious about the ANC and 
its position on intelligence." 


Tellingly, she adds: “Anyway, within the intelligence 
community, people know things about each other.” 
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Has she ever attempted to find out what was known 
about her? "I wouldn’t say no, but I wouldn’t say yes 
either. I haven’t asked for access to my file. People have 
transcended their personal interests in the process of 
building a new agency and putting anything else behind 
them." 


At the same time, says Africa, people within the NIA 
are not brushing aside the past. "Everyone is conscious 
of the truth commission and the need to confront the 
past. The challenge for us is to move ahead with the 
difficult process of building an agency of this nature." 


Essentially the NIA sees its role as acting as an early 
warning system for potential threats to the constitutional 
order. 


"Our emphasis is on the constitution. We now have a 
Strong human rights culture that can’t be ignored. We 
have to forgo certain opportunities for gathering intel- 
ligence because they’re no longer legally permissible. 
And we believe that’s correct. The ends do not justify 
the means." 


"One issue that doesn’t get sufficient attention is the 
activities of other intelligence services, which have a 
tremendous interest in South Africa and in gaining in- 
formation about us which we wouldn’t necessarily want 
to give them. One aim of the NIA is to neutralise at- 
tempts by foreign intelligence to undermine our country. 


"Another area is working closely with the police to 
combat crime. We see crime, particularly organised 
crime, as the number one threat to security." 


Ultimately, according, to Africa, the aim of the NIA is 
to make a “discernible change in terms of the quality 
of life of the people of South Africa". She believes that 
much of the instability in our society is a result of socio- 
economic conditions.

Meanwhile, government preparations for an attack on 
UNITA-controlled diamond areas in Lunda Norte and 
Lunda Sul Provinces are at an advanced stage. This is a 
Clear violation of the Lusaka Protocol. Angolan Armed 
Forces personnel have been seen moving weapons in 
those areas over the last few days, but neither UNITA 
nor the UN Angola Verification Mission-3 have been

(FBIS Translated Excerpt] General Luis Mendes, An- 
golan Armed Forces [FAA] Eastern Military Front com- 
mander, has said the military situation in Lunda Norte 
and Lunda Sul Provinces remains worrisome. Gen. 
Mendes added that the National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola [UNITA] has not given up on 
its plans to provoke FAA troops. Gen. Mendes noted 
that FAA troops have not answered those provocations 
because they continue to believe in peace. Meanwhile, 
FAA soldiers have been involved in cleanup operations 
in diamond- rich areas and illegal miners have taken to 
their heels. 


This is the situation 30 km north of Saurimo: You 
must remain on your guard at all times. UNITA has 
been accused of murdering and abducting civilians. 
According to Gen. Mendes, it gets even worse in the 
mining areas. 


[Begin Mendes recording] We are aware that UNITA 
continues to make every effort to move some of its 
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forces into our defensive areas. This is in addition to 
the areas they exploited during the war. Their aim is 
to expand their mining radius. There have been some 
incidents but, obviously, we will continue to do our best 
to ensure there are as few incidents as possible [words

The FAA Eastern Military Front commander also ex- 
plained that FAA and Angolan police movements in 
the area are intended to get rid of illegal miners, as oc-

UNITA Executes 3 FLEC-FAC Soldiers

LUSA news agency yesterday that the National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola [UNITA] ex- 
ecuted by firing squad three Front for the Libera- 
tion of the Cabinda Enclave-Cabinda Armed Forces 
[FLEC-FAC] soldiers in Cabinda Province’s northeast- 
ern Belize District, allegedly because they had diverted 
weapons to the separatist faction led by N’zita Tiago. 
UNITA conducted a search and caught the FLEC-FAC 
men with fuses allegedly stolen from a UNITA arms 
cache. Those sources also said that Armed Forces for 
the Liberation of Angola [FALA] officers had reported 
the disappearance of military equipment, including ex- 
plosives, from an arms cache in Belize District. 


UNITA detained the three men at the time and gave 
them 45 days to return those U.S.-made weapons. 
The deadline was !5 October and, judging by what 
happened, it would appear the men did not comply. 
Quoting those sources, LUSA also reports that FALA 
commanders in the area ordered five UNITA soldiers to 
be executed on charges that they too had been involved 
in the theft of military equipment.

Authorities Reject Ex-President’s New Government

Authorities on the Comoros Islands on Tuesday [7 
November] dismissed a new government set up by the 
country’s president, who is blocked outside the country 
and has tried to fire the prime minister since a coup 
attempt last month. 


Prime Minister Caambi el-Yachroutou and other author- 
ities in Moroni "absolutely do not recognize" a govern- 
ment announced Monday by Comoran President Said 
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Mohamed Djohar in the French Indian Ocean island of 
Reunion, said the premier’s top aide Sultan Chuzur by 
telephone. "President Djohar, who is abroad, is not in a 
position to take any such decision. We do not recognize 
this so-called government,” Chuzur said. 


The government in Moroni has told Djohar, 80, to 
remain on Reunion despite his entreaties to return home. 
Djohar was taken there by French troops who intervened 
to put down the week-long coup attempt led by veteran 
mercenary Bob Denard. 


The government in Moroni, a national unity cabinet 
including several of Djohar’s political adversaries, said 
his return could spark further unrest and civil aviation 
authorities have said they will not allow his plane to 
land. 


Last week, Djohar signea a decree firing el-Yachroutou 
but the prime minister has also dismissed this. The 
president named Said Ali Mohamed, who had served 
briefly as head of government under Djohar in 1993, as 
new prime minister. 


On Monday Djohar went a step further, issuing a text 
saying El-Yachroutou’s government had "ended as of 
November 2" and naming a 13-member government 
team he said had been designated by El-Yachroutou’s 
alleged successor. Sources close to Djohar said the new 
list had the backing of 15 political parties. Churzur 
denied reports circulating here and abroad that Said 
al-Mohamed had been arrested, saying "no such arrest 
measure had been taken against him."

Embassy in Maputo, (?senators), and administration of- 
ficials had exerted pressure on the Mozambican Gov- 
ernment to sign that agreement, which he described as 
not good for Mozambique. 


The newspaper also reports that U.S. Ambassador to 
Mozambique Dennis Jett confirmed he spent hours 
talking to Mozambican Government officials on behalf 
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of that U.S. company. The agreement is estimated to be 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. 


Dhlakama Denies Involvement in Alleged Coup

party was not involved in the alleged coup attempt or 
the attack in Manica Province’s Dombe administrative 
region and had not been inciting violence. Dhlakama 
was speaking at a news conference in the city of Nam- 
pula, where he has been on a working visit for about 
two weeks. 


(Begin Dhlakama recording] First of all, I want to 
deny that Renamo officials were involved in the alleged 
coup attempt. They have no intention to overthrow the 
government. This is not my party’s policy. 


Second, Renamo members did not attacked Dombe. 
Mozambique Liberation Front [Frelimo] soldiers are 
the ones who attacked the area. As you know, they 
have been saying that Renamo did not want police 
in the area, so they attacked Dombe. This is not the 
first time they have done this. Three months ago, 
Renamo members seized a firearm when members of 
the State Information and Security Service and police 
were caught with weapons in Dombe. It is possible that 
they planned this to show that Dombe residents did not 
want police in the area. 


Renamo had nothing to do with these incidents. It 
wants peace, democracy, and national reconciliation. 
Whenever I travel through the province, people ask 
me why the government did not appoint a Renamo 
governor, since the party won the elections in Nampula. 
I tell them that, according to the Constitution, whoever 
wins the general elections forms the government. The 
people say this type of government does not show a 
commitment to national reconciliation. 


It is not true that I have been inciting people to 
violence. I am a democrat, and all I want is for my 
party to survive. Now that the people are tired of 
this government, I may win the 1999 elections. [end 
recording] 


The Renamo leader today toured a number of wards in 
the city of Nampula and will meet with Renamo leaders 
tomorrow. Dhlakama’s visit to Nampula Province will 
end on 5 November after visiting Namapa District. He 
will then leave for Cabo Delgado Province.

East. 


Mr Rabin was laid to rest at Jerusalem Hilltop yesterday 
at a funeral attended by world leaders including United 
States President, Bill Clinton. 


At the funeral, the King was represented by the Deputy 
Prime Minister, Dr Sishayi Nxumalo and Principal 
Protocol Officer and High Commissioner to East Africa, 
Ms Mavis Litchfield who left Swaziland on Sunday 
morning. 


In his message of condolences His Majesty said: "Under 
his leadership, the Middle East had embarked on a 
course of peaceful negotiation for a political solution 
and there is evidence that to a large extent tangible 
success was realised. 


"I am, therefore, confident that the peace process that 
had already commenced and concrete results thereof 
realised will not be hindered and that his fight for peace 
will be commendably accomplished. 


"We share our sorrow over the loss to you and pray 
that the Almighty God may comfort and console the 
bereaved family in this hour of darkness and simulta- 
neously inspire the nation to stick together and to work 
for peace and good neighbourliness. 


"Please accept, Your Excellency, the assurances of my 
highest consideration and my best wishes for your 
personal health and continued prosperity of the State 
of Israel."

Kaunda Accused of Trying To Bring Down MMD

leader, Kenneth Kaunda, seems to attract trouble like 
a magnet, particularly since he regained the leadership 
of the main opposition party, UNIP [United National 
Independence Party]. It already looks like he will be 
disqualified from standing in next year’s presidential 
elections. He has been threatened with deportation, 
and now he has been accused of being involved in 
a secret scheme to bring down the ruling party, the 
MMD [Movement for Multiparty Democracy], as our 
correspondent, (Elias Kalenga] reports in this fax from 
Lusaka: 


Health Minister Michael Sata claimed in Lusaka yester- 
day that the government was aware of the existence of 
a secret army being recruited and trained by Kaunda’s 
UNIP. Sata said that Kaunda’s small army — led, he 
claimed, by an officer codenamed the Commander of the 
Devils — was being trained in the capital city, Lusaka. 
Sata’s claims followed a warning from UNIP that it 
would protect Kaunda if the police do not. 


That statement raised a lot of suspicion among Pres- 
ident Frederick Chiluba’s somewhat Kaunda-haunted 
government. Only last week, the health minister — who 
is renowned for his outrageous claims — alleged that 
Kaunda had traveled to South Africa to bring in what he 
called military items to prepare for the 1996 elections. 


But Kaunda dismissed the government’s claims as utter 
rubbish and recommended psychiatric treatment for 
Sata. Kaunda denied he ever went to South Africa to 
seek military equipment, but to meet potential investors 
who, he said, had expressed the willingness to come to 
Zambia immediately after he takes over the affairs of 
the country. 
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
